LORD BEACONSFIELD ILL. 


The terribly searching wind of March gave the 
Earl of Beaconsfield a severe cold. An attack of 
bronchial asthma on Sunday assumed а severe form, 
and was the cause of anxiety to his Lordship’s 
friends. .Dr. Kidd remained with his Lordship all 
Sunday night and throughout Mouday night ; and 
on Tuesday morning he issued the following 
bulletin :— 

Lord Beaconsfield had а restless night, partly through 
the pain of gout. The paroxysms of asthma less severe, 
but uent, J. Kipp, M.D. 

‚ "The representative of the Press Association had an 
interview on Tuesday morning with Dr. Kidd, re- 

ting the illness of the ex-Premier. Dr. Kidd 
stated that he thought it his duty, in consequence of 
the serious character of Lord Beaconstield’s illness, 
to remain with his Lordship throughout the whole of 
thenight. T'heasthmatieattack had been accompanied 
by a nore than usually severe cough, which during 
‘the night produced a restlessness which prevented 
‘the noble Lord from obtaining that rest which was 
necéssary to overcome the weakness produced by the 
‘long confinement. . This restlessness was further 
aggravated by an attack of the gout, Dr. Kidd did 
‘not conceal the fact that there was considerable 
danger, especially when the age of Lord Beaconstield 
was taken into consideration.

GREAT FIRE AT MANCHESTER, 
LOSS OF LIFE, 


An alarming fire, which resulted in loss of life and 
great destruction of property, took place on Tuesday 
morning in Manchester. About half-past twelve a 
аа discovered that the warehouse of Messrs. 

ohn Haslam and Co., cotton spinners and inanu- 
facturers, was on fire. Тһе building, seven storeys 
high, was gutted, and a most valuable stock of 
muslins and fancy goods was destroyed. ‘lhe 
damaged is estimated at £70,000 or £80,000. A sad 
accident occurred to three firemen who.were playing 
on the flames at the bottom of a staircase. A buudle 
of blazing “ checks’? fell upon them, completely 
encircling them. When they were rescued one, 
John Eurley,^was found to be dead, and two others, 
Engineer Stevenson and Fireman Griffiths, were so 
badly injured that recovery is doubtful.

BURIAL ОЕ THE LATE EMPEROR | 
OF RUSSIA. кА 


| 
THE REMAINS ОР | 
ALEXANDER П, | 


were on Sunday last, March 27, a fortnight after his | 
assassination, interred in the Imperial tomb within 
the Fortress Cathedral of Saint Peter and Saint Paul. | 
Mourning carriages were soon making their way to | 
the Neva from all parts of the city through half- | 
blinding snow, which so loaded the air and obscured 
the sight that scarcely more than outlines of the 
sombre walls of the Fortress could be seen through 


the drift. 

THE CEREMONY, 
albeit the last great rite paid to the deceased* Em- 
peror, was confined almost exclusively to the interior 


of the Fortress Cathedral, where the prolonged and 3 


impressive funeral service of the Greek Church pre- 
ceded the lowering of the Imperial remains into | 
the vault beside marble-encased relics of bygone | 
Sovereigns of Russia. 

On the arrival of the Emperor Alexander III., | 
with other members of the Imperial family, at the | 
door of, the Cathedral, they were received by the | 
Metropolitan and the clergy^of the Holy Synod, | 
with a cross and holy water, and conducted to the | 
right end of the catafalque. On the right, behind | 
the Imperial family, were also placed the Diplomatic | 
Corps. | 

Towards the middle of the service, the deep 
solemnity of which was softened by the sweet voices

As soon as the mitred priests had finished the 


prayers for the dead, the members of the Russian 
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Imperial house, beginning with his Majesty the 
Emperor, approached, and each kissed the ‘exposed 
hands of their late sire. The Emperor, deeply moved, 
bent several times over the body. His Majesty then 
folded the Imperial mantle of gold and ermine into 
the coffin, and eight General aides-de-camp brought 
forward the flower-covered lid with his late Majesty’s 
Sword and helmet. When the lid had been properly 
fixed by an official appointed for the purpose, the 
Emperor, the Grand Dukes, and the foreign Princes 
raised the coffin from the catafalque and bore it to 
the grave, a few yards only on the left hand of the 
Cathedral, and next the tomb of the late Empress. 

The Metropolitan then pronounced a benediction, 
and the Imperial remains were gradually lowered 
into their place. At this moment the cannon of the 
fortress and the field artillery in the courtyard 
suddenly broke the solemn stillness by a deafening 
Volley, which was repeated six times, the intervals 
being filled up by the rolling fire of musketry. 
During these martial honours, the members of the 
Imperial family filed past the open grave as they 
left the Cathedral, and, according to the Russian 
rite, threw in a little sand and а few leaves. Thus 
€nded the last honours rendered to the late Emperor 
9f all the Russias, Alexander II. 


THE CZAR RECEIVES THE 
GARTER FROM THE PRINCE OF 
WALES. 


On Monday his Majesty Alexander III. took his 
Place amongst the illustrious knights of the most 
Noble Orler of the Garter, and at the hands of the 
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Prince of Wales, specially delegated by her Majesty, 
was invested with the insignia of this most coveted 
order. The ceremony commenced аб half-past 
twelve, when the mission specially delegated by 
the Queen was received at the Winter Palace, 
and a procession was formed to the Throne-room, 
headed by the officers of the Imperial household. 
Then followed the members of the suite of the Prince 
of Wales, each carrying part of the insignia of the 
order: Colonel -Clarke with the Star, Colonel 
Teesdale carrying the Collar, Lieutenant-General 


Sir Dighton Probyn bearing the Ribbon and the · 


George; and Major-General Sir John Cowell bear- 
ing the Garter. After these came the four Knights 
of the Order present in St. Petersburg—namely, the 
Grand Duke of Hesse, the Crown Prince of Germany, 
the Duke of Edinburgh, and the Prince of Wales, 
representing the Queen on this occasion, and 
attended by their gentlemen in waiting. 

The Emperor Alexander III., not wearing the 
decoration of any other Order, stood in front of the 
Throne with the Empress, the Duchess of Edinburgh, 


and all the members of the Imperial family, with the | 


Court dignitaries ranged around, to receive the 
mission. In the absence of Garter King-at-Arms, 
Lord Suffield handed the insignia to the Prince of 


| Wales, who then advanced towards the Emperor 


and announced the object of the mission. The 
Emperor replied in fitting terms. The Garter 
having been .delivored to the Prince of Wales, 


he, assisted by the Duke of Edinburgh, | 


buckled it on in due form. The Ribbon 
and the George were affixed by the Prince on the left 
shoulder and under the right arm, obliquely to the

‚ the order was delivered by the Prince of Wales to

Cross of St. Michael and St. George, and attended 
| by the members of the British Embassy, was present 
| at the ceremony. Such an act of international 
| courtesy, so promptly and gracefully fulfilled on 
| behalf of the Queen cannot but be cordially wel- 
comed by the Emperor Alexander ІІ. 


THE PRINCES AND PRINCESSES 
OF ENGLAND IN ST. РЕТЕН5- 
BURG. . 


Deeply interested in all that affects our Royal 
Family, the English People -have regarded with 
special sympathy the visits of the Duchess of 
Edinburgh and the Princess of Wales, with their 
consorts, to St. Petersburg. The bereaved 
daughter of the late Alexander II., knitted by the 
strongest ties to her father, lost no tame, it will be 
| observed from our front Illustration, in rendering 
to the memory of the dead that mute homage which, 
proceeding straight from the heart, doubtless went 
direct to the hearts of those who chanced to witness 
this act of silent mourning without knowing the 
relationship of the earnest mourner to the late 
Emperor. The Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh 
' were incognito when they visited the spot where the 
Czar was strack by the fatal bomb. This spot is 
now inclosed by cypress trees, and numberless 
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memorial wreaths; and it is to be the site of 
a memorial church. The Duchess of Edinburgh 
knelt on the snow clóse by this melancholy me- 
morial; and spent some moments in prayer, her 
husband standing by her side. Sorrow should make 
the whole world kin. Both known for their affec- 
tionate kindness in private life, the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, by their presence in St. Peters- 
burg must have afforded great comfort to the new 
Emperor and Empress (the sister of the Princess of 
Wales) in their hour of supreme trial. It was no 
visit of ceremony merely, we may be sure, that the 
Prince and Princess paid when they first stood in the 
presence of the dead Emperor as he lay in State 
undet the dome of the Fortress Cathedral of St. 


Peter and St. Paul. We hold it as a happy augury . 


forthe peaceful relations of England and Russia in 
the future that the terrible event which has thrown 
the Imperial Family into mourning should have been 
followed by this close union in sorrow ofthe new 
Czar and England's Heir Apparent.

A VISIT TO ST. ISAAC’S CHURCH 
furnished our Artist with an opportunity to sketch 
some salient incidents, which are duly depicted in 
our present Number.  . E 

The Church of St. Isaac, though not the cathedral 
church of St. Petersburg (that is the one dedicated 
to our Lady of Kazan), is a very grand edifice. It 
was built in the reign of the late Emperor Nicholas 
at an enormous cost, the piles for its foundation 
being sunk іп a swampy soil, which alone was an 
expense of £200,000. The building is in the form of 
a Greek cross, with equal sides. Each of the four 


* grand entrances is approached by a triple flight of 


steps, and each flight of steps is cut out of a single 
huge block of Finland granite. The pillars of the 
four porticoes are sixty feet high and seven feet in 
diameter, each of one piece of polished granite. 
Their Corinthian capitals are of bronze. ‘This 
structure rivals the great temple of. Uaalbec. | Over 
.the centre of the building is a wide and lofty 
3yzantine dome, upheld by thirty pillars; its roof is 
of gilt copper, supporting a cupola with a golden 
cross, and it is surrounded by four smaller cupolas. 
Groups of statuary, in gilt bronze, adorn the pedi- 
төп of the front entrance. The interior of this 
church is decorated with malachite and various 
coloured marbles. Тһе principal shrine is a dome 
upon eight pillars, further ornamented with gilding. 


BURNING OF THE OPERA- 
| HOUSE AT NICE. 


We trust that British theatrical managers will 
take warning from the calamity at Nice; and at 
length deign to set their houses in order. 


THE CATASTROPHE 
happened on Wednesday night, March 22. The 


cause of the lamentable conflngration was an escape 
of gas. The pipes, which lad been down for over 
ten years, had led to frequent complaints; but, being 
under the supervision of the municipal architect and 
susceptible w the routine of red tape, the remedy 


demanded was never applied, and the gas fittings 
were left to hold out as Dor as they possibly could. 
Four months ago an escape of gas caused quite a 
panic in the theatre during a rehearsal, and when 
the gasfitters were sent for they simply stopped the 
damaged pipes with white lead. On the Wednesday 
afternoon another escape was discoyered and stopped 
in a similar manner. But the gas continued to 
escape, and collected in the space behind the scenes. 
This caused 


THE EXPLOSION, 


and the firemen on duty, obeying the general 
instructions given them, rushed to the gas meter and 
turned off the gas, leaving the house in total dark- 
ness. According to those who escaped, no words can 
describe the horror of the scene which ensued in the 
dark lobbies while the flames were licking the 
proscenium, and the heavy smoke from the burning 
scenery was gradually stifling those who were trying 
in vain to force their way onwards through doors 
blocked ap with the bodies of those who had failen 
down fainting, to be trampled under foot. «C 
Fischer, who commanded te | CE Ке 
and daughter.

THE SAILORS FROM THE FLEET, 
now in port for the purpose of being present at and 
taking үк in the organisation of the Mi-Caréme, 
rendered signal service, rivalling the detachments of 
the 111th Regiment in their endeavours to save life. 
Раглез of volunteers offered their services for the 
exploration of the still smoking ruins, and the 
people of Nice can say that no human life was lost 
which. could haye.been. saved by апу daring or 
heroism on the part of those who performed prodigies 
of valour. Sailors swarmed like cats along the 
narrow cornices, aiding the people pent. up pud 
the windows іп making their escape, but they could 
not break down the stout, iron-clamped,. oaken 
doors, opening inwards and doubly locked, which 
were meant to offer additional means of egress in the 
event of any fire. Two soldiers dashed into the 
thick volumes of smoke to drag out a woman who, 
mad with excitement, attempted to make her way 
into the burning theatre to find her two children and 
their father. One of the sailors in trying to work 
the hose lost his balance and fell into the fire, but 
was immediately rescued, though severely injured, by 
two of his comrades, 


THE FRENCH AND AMERICAN 
SAILORS 


were the first to enter the burning house and en- 
deavour to free the doorway, dragging away by 
main force the bodies of. those who. were. being 
trampled on by others in their eagerness to escape. 
Eye-witnesses deseribe the scene as horrible in the 
extreme. Many of the volunteers fainted away when 
they.got inside the house and climbed up to the 
narrow staircase which led to the fourth gallery. 
The unfortunate victims in their haste to escape had 
formed a regular barricade of human bodies and 
stopped the passage. The dead had to be cleared 
away rapidly. An old man, with long white hair and 
beard, was upright against the pile of corpses, hold- 
ing out a little girl of about five years of age at arm’s 
length. Both were, of course, dead. ‘The body of a 
woman was brought out entirely carbonised, with the 
exception of the arms, which were encased in long 
gloves and adorned with bracelets. Shells «were 
requisitioned and filled with charred human remains, 
the bodies of several of the unfortunate victims burnt 
beyond all chance of recognition.
